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PREFACE.

The  great  and  multiplied  diversity  of  optmom 
of  medical  men  on  the  nature  and  treatment  of 
almost  every  disease  of  the  human  frame ^  is  not 
more  astonishing  and  confounding-  to  the  observer, 
than  mortifying  to  the^  pride  of  reason,  and  the 
boasted  dignity  of  medical  science. 

On  710  subject  has  a  contrariety  of  sentiment 
been  7nore  apparent  than  Phlebotomy,  or  Bleeding; 
but  the  shades  of  difference  arise,  not  so  much  in 
jmnciple,  as  in  its  application. 

One  ecvperienced  practitioner  states,  that  he 
never  draws  blood  from  his  patient,  e.vcepting  in 
an  ewtreme  case;  and  avers,  that  his  treatment  is 
more  successful  than  those  ivho  do^ 

Another,  after  carrying  depletion  to  its  f idlest 
ewtent^  without  procuring  relief,  considers  it  im- 
prudent to  carry  it  further,  from  the  danger  of 
exciting  a  paralysis, 

A  third,  confides  solely  in  this  practice,  and 
bleeds  his  patient  to  a  fearful  extent. 

And  a  fourth,  ivhile  he  discards  such  a  da^igerous 
course,  trusts  chiefly  to  the  use  of  debilitating 
sedatives  and  diuretics. 
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The  inference  deducihle  from  these  varied  state- 
ments is  plain,  and  easily  comprehended,  Sitreli/y 
it  is  high  time  the  mystery  were  unfolded  in  its 
true  light;  and  this  opprobrium  to  practice  for 
ever  discontinued. — Such  an  attempt  {to  enlighten 
and  heneM  mankind)  requires  no  apology  to  the 
public;  but,  on  the  contrary,  it  claims  the  perpe^ 
tual  e.vei^cise  of  their  grateful  acknowledgments 
and  sincere  thanks. 

In  the  following  Treatise,  the  Author  has  endea- 
voured  to  prove,  on  rational  principles,  that 
diseases  arise  in  consequence  of  acrimonious  hu- 
mours intermingling  with  the  blood; — that  deple- 
tion, or  bleeding,  is  not  only  inefficacious  in 
obviating  its  impurity,  and  removing  the  disorders 
consequent  therefrom,  but  at  all  times  highly 
injurious  and  unsafe y  and  generally  riiinoits  to  the 
constitution; — that  no  event  can  justify  the  ex- 
periment y  since  it  is  manifestly  followed  by  great 
debility;  and  that,  however  acute  may  be  the  pain; 
or  however  7*apid,  open,  sharp,  or  bounding  may 
be  the  pulse,  these  symptoms  ftirnish  arguments 
against,  rather  than  in  favor  of  venesection;  and, 
finally,  on  that  head,  that  the  mariner  of  purifying 
the  vital  fluid  should  he  considered,  7iot  its 
abstraction* 

In  advancing  reaso7is  for  dlssentiiig  from  this 
ruinous  practice,  and  cofnbating  the  opinions  of 
its  abettors,,  who  have  a  direct  iriterest  in  support- 
ing that  general  system,  and  imputing  unworthy 
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Motives  ta  aU  who  dai^e  oppose,  either  their  theories 
or  practice^  the  author  is  aware  of  the  peculiarity 
of  his  station,  the  novelty  of  his  doctrine,  and  the 
contumely  to  ivhich  it  tvill  expose  him  from  pro- 
fessio7ial  men;  hut,  the  fulfilment  of  an  obvious 
duty  to  the  jmhlic,  induces  him  to  tvave  all  minor 
co7isiderations,  and  to  unfold  the  true  secret, 
whatever  to  him  be  the  cost. — Hoiv  far  he  has 
successfully  grappled  tvith  the  subject,  he  leaves 
the  public  at  large  to  decide. 

In  reprobating  this  practice,  (so  pernicious  in 
its  ejects,  and  calamitous  in  its  tendency,)  and 
ivith  a  vleiv  of  superseding  a  custom,  ivhlch  has 
ever  been  most  revolting  to  the  feelings  of  human 
nature,  an  attempt  has  been  inade  to  advocate  a 
more  rational  and  consistent  mode  of  treatment, 
in  the  use  of  purgatives.  He  has  contended  for 
the  necessity  of  these  evacuations,  ( of  a  pj articular 
character,  and  under  certain  regidations,)  as  the 
only  natural  means  of  carrying  off  the  foul  matter, 
which  enters  the  circulation,  and  contaminates  the 
blood;  urging  an  entire  dependance  on  their  use, 
as  sufficient,  in  every  case,  to  remove  disorder 
from  the  system,  both  in  its  root  and  branches. 

Although,  hoivever,  it  is  admitted,  that  in  the 
profession  there  are  some  few,  ivho  are  opposed 
to  the  general  principles  of  blood-letting,  and 
favorable  to  a  course  of  purgatives,  as  curative 
remedies;  it  camiot  be  denied,  that  they  too  fre- 
queMly  fall  in  adapting  those  remedies  to  general 
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uspfulness,  for  ivant  of  suitable  combinations  to 
admit  of  their  being  carried  to  a  proper  ecvtent^ 
ivith  safety  and  benefit i  and,  therefore,  tJie  in^ 
tention  they  desired,  or  expected  from  their 
ajjplication,  is  not  fulfilled.  But  the  frequent 
abortion  of  the  i^emedies  they  adopt,  is  of  trivial 
importance  compared  ivith  the  injurious  effects 
tvhich  result  from  mercurial  preparations,  by  ivhich 
they  fill  the  system.  Calomel  has  produced  the 
death  of  thousands!  and  its  operation  on  the  animal 
(economy  is,  as  as  low  poison,  capable  of  producing 
the  most  serious  mischief  from  its  injudicious  use. 

No  ivonder,  then,  that  discoveries,  capable  of 
deterging  the  liver',  equally  as  ivell,  or  more 
efficiently  than  calomel  or  any  other  hioivn 
preparation,  ivithout  begetting  the  deleterious 
effects  arising  from  that  drug — no  marvel  that  such 
preparations  should  encounter  opposition: — valu- 
able discoveries,  not  made  by  them  ,  fail  not  to  meet 
their  full  weight  and  measure  of  condemnation. 

Under  a  firm  conviction  of  the  nature  and  true 
value  of  remedies  of  the  above  class,  ivhich  will 
not  fail  to  cleanse  the  system  from  the  cause  of 
disorder,  and  at  the  same  time  remove  every 
symptom,  ivithout  producing  the  debilitatifig  effects 
of  drastic  operations;  but,  on  the  contrary, 
counter-acting  such  debility;— an  inwrought  per- 
suasion of  the  necessity  of  some  efficient  antidote 
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of  this  character,  to  lessen  the  sum  of  human 
suffering,  has  long-  absorbed  the  author''s  atten- 
tion, and  directed  his  laborious  researches  into  the 
kingdom ;  and  much  valuable  time  has  been  devoted 
in  conducting  a  series  of  chemical  experiments ^ 
which  have  led  to  the  completion  of  discoveries,  ' 
szirpassing  every  other  in  efficacy  and  worth, 

A  minute  detail  of  their  importance,  with  co- 
pious  directions  for  use,  and  a  few  cases,  or 
testimonials,  superadded,  (in  corroboration)  are 
given;  to  which  also  is  subjoined,  some  highly 
useful  information  relative  to  the  symptoms,  more 
or  less  manifest  in  every  individual,  which  indicate 
the  necessity  of  immediate  recourse  to  a  purgative 
remedy  of  this  nature,  as  ivell  to  nip  in  the  bud 
and  prevent  disease,  as  to  cure  it  ivhen  deeply 
rooted  in  the  system.  To  this  are  appended,  some 
practical  allusions  on  the  use  and  abuse  of  pur- 
gative  medicines,  which,  it  is  presumed,  will  be 
found  of  the  greatest  utility, 

Tq  render  this  ivork  more  generally  i7%teresUng 
mid  acceptable,  a  distiiict  and  concise  Treatise 
Dentition,  and  the  disorders  arising  from  U,^^^ 
cautio7is  against  the  prevailing  practice  ofM^lmj^l 
mistering  opiates  to  children;  and  the  imni7ieni, 
dangers  attenda?it  on  lancing  their  gums  at  the 
period  of  cuttiyig  the  teeth;  with  other  practical 
observations  are  superadded, 
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The  great  import anco  of  strict  attention  to  the 
Management  of  Children^  ( especially  in  the  earhj 
stages  of  their  lives,)  in  order  to  proynote  their 
strength,  and  liveliness,  and  the  regulations  to  he 
observed  to  accomplish  that  desirable  end,  has 
not  been  lost  sight  of,  nor  considered  a  matter 
of  secondary  moment. 

He  has  also  submitted  a  few  Rules,  ivhich  have 
proved  exceedingly  valuable  during  long  edperi- 
ence,  for  the  adoption  of  young  Mothers  and 
Nurses,  for  whom  they  are  particularly  designed 
and  recommended ;  and  it  is  hoped,  they  will  fur- 
nish some  hints  for  the  discipline  of  the  infants 
intrusted  to  their  care,  which  ivill,  if  observed, 
become  of  permanent  advantage  to  both  infant  and 
parent,

A  TREATISE, 


The  enjoyment  of  health  is  an  unspeakable 
blessing.  The  utmost  care  and  diligence 
ought  to  be  exerted  for  recovering  it  when 
lost,  and  preserving  it  when  enjoyed.  It 
is  a  jewel  of  so  inestimable  a  value,  that  no 
price  can  purchase  it;  the  best  of  earthly 
riches  being  a  sound  and  healthful  constitu- 
tion of  body,  without  which  the  world  itself 
is  poor. 

When  we  reflect  how  many  victims  of 
disease,  pain,  and  misery,  are  hurried  to  a 
premature  grave,  from  the  ignorance  and 
presumption  of  unprincipled  empirics;  or  from 
the  equally  unwarrantable  experiments,  of 
daily  occurrence,  in  hospital  practice;  and 
from  the  unskilfulness  of  medical  practi- 
tioners— the  mind  recoils  with  horror.  Such 
practices  merit  the  severest  reprobation.  It 
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is  not,  however,  the  primary  design  of  tlic 
author  to  inveigh  against  the  profession, 
amongst  whom  there  exists  great  difference  of 
opinion  on  the  principles  of  medical  science : 
this  would  be  foreign  to  his  purpose,  and 
should  form  a  distinct  treatise.  And,  while, 
for  the  purpose  of  illustration,  he  exhibits  in 
its  true  light,  their  defective  and  injurious 
treatment,  he  disclaims  any  hostility,  but  on 
fair  and  reasonable  grounds. 

By  combating  the  doctrine  of  depletion;  — 
the  almost  universally  received  mode  of  treat- 
ment in  diseases  of  the  chronic  and  acute 
species,  the  author  is  aware  that  the  enter- 
prise is  bold  and  novel,  and  calculated  to 
attract  a  nest  of  hornets  about  his  ears;  but 
the  duty  he  owes  to  the  afflicted,  in  attempting 
to  throw  off  the  veil,  which  has  so  long  been 
cast  around  them,  is  of  such  paramount  im- 
portance, as  induces  him  to  set  at  defiance 
every  effort  to  resist  it:  nor  is  it  of  less  con- 
sequence to  recommend  to  their  use,  as  a 
substitute,  in  all  the  disorders  to  which  the 
human  frame  is  subjected,  medicines  of  a 
salutary  kind,  composed  of  vegetable  sub- 
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stances,  simple  and  innocent  in  their  nature, 
and  sovereign  in  their  power  over  the  system, 
(under  God's  blessing,)  totally  to  expel  there- 
from the  virus  of  disease,  and  restore  nature 
to  the  exercise  of  her  healthy  state. 

A  knowledge  of  the  real  source  and  found- 
ation of  diseases  must  precede  the  successful 
application  of  a  remedy.  It  will  be  obvious, 
on  the  least  reflection,  that  the  stomach,  which 
is  the  receptacle  of  food,  is  a  prolific  womb, 
from  whence  mainly  emanates  the  misery 
which  afflicts  mankind.  Its  office  is,  to  pre- 
pare the  materials  deposited  for  the  nourish- 
ment of  the  body,  and  the  health  of  every 
organ  necessarily  depends  on  the  due  per- 
formance of  its  functions;  for,  if  the  chyle, 
or  the  digestive  fluid,  be  not  good,  the  body 
cannot  be  perfectly  nourished,  the  nervous 
system  will  be  affected,  the  secretions  of  the 
whole  frame  obstructed,  and  the  w^hole  mass 
OF  BLOOD  BECOME  IMPURE;  and  hence  result 
the  complicated  disorders,  which  are  too  fre- 
quently termed  incurable  by  the  faculty,  who 
do  not  comprehend  the  hypothesis,  that  all 
diseases  whatever  arise  solely  from  acrimo- 
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nious  humours  in  the  vital  fluid— the  blood; 
and,  consequently,  are  unprovided  with  a 
safe,  efficient,  and  counter-acting  remedy. 

The  mode  usually  adopted  by  professional 
men  to  subdue  acute  and  inflammatory  dis- 
eases is  bleeding; — a  measure  which  cannot 
be  sufficiently  condemned,  as  it  is  fraught 
with  iretrievable  calamity  and  mischief,  and 
is  too  frequently  the  cause  of  consumption^ 
and  the  precursor  of  dissolution.  This  will 
be  apparent  from  the  following  reasons : 

First. — The  blood  is  the  life,  or  that  which 
is  the  vehicle  of  life ;  and  through  whose 
assistance  nature  performs  all  her  operations. 

Secondlj/.— The  hlood,  which  is  an  instru- 
ment of  nature,  is  also  the  product  of  nature. 
This  is  evident,  by  comparison  of  childhood 
and  maturity  together:  a  child  has  not  so 
much  blood  as  a  man;  therefore  it  is  necessary 
that  it  should  have  its  generation  or  augment- 
ation, which  can  only  ibe  vby  :what  it  had — 
a  beginning.  ^  n  u^s-^  -^rc'^' 

Thirdly.' — Nature  does  not  unnecessarily 
generate,  or  augment  its  quantity.  This  is 
apparent;  because,  according  to  philosophical 
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principles,  nature  does  not  perforn*  any  of  her 
works  in  vain ;  but  for  the  purposes  of  health 
and  conservation. 

Fourthly. — The  diminution  of  that  fluid— 
the  blood,  which  is  ordained  for  the  purposes 
of  preservation,  must  produce  a  chasm  or 
void  in  the  matter  to  be  conserved.  This 
may  be  proved  in  any  continued  matter, 
whether  lines,  superfices,  or  solids;  for  the 
matter  conjoining  being  dissolved,  the  matters 
united  become  separated. 

Fifthly,— A  chasm  cannot  be  made,  without 
the  direct  loss  of  some  intention  of  nature. 
This  is  clearly  understood  from  the  foregoing 
proposition;  for,  if  it  could  be  made  without 
loss  of  any  such  intention,  it  necessarily 
follows,  that  the  matter  creating  the  chasm 
was  made  in  vain ;  which  is  a  doctrine  opposed 
to  the  principles  of  reason. 

Sixthly. — The  loss  of  any  of  the  intentions 
of  nature,  is  in  order  to  her  dissolution.  This 
fact  is  comprehended  from  the  fourth  propo- 
sition, which  states,  that  if  the  matter  which 
forms  the  union  be  taken  away,  the  matters 

conjoined  will,  as  a  consequence,  be  separated. 
B 
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S eve nthli^,— The  dissolution  of  nature,  is  the 
destruction  of  tlie  human  frame :  nor  can  it  be 
otherwise,  when  nature,  which  preserves  it, 
is  annihilated. 

Eighthly. — In  nature  lies  the  hand  of  uni- 
tion; — by  which  all  the  parts  of  the  bod}'', 
and  every  particle  of  the  same  parts,  are 
cemented,  knit,  and  joined  together. 

Ninthly,— This  hand  of  unition  is  only  in 
the  medium  of  the  life.  There  is  a  difference 
between  the  medium  of  union,  and  the  things 
to  be  united. 

Tenth] y, — This  medium  of  unition  is  the 
blood :  that  which  is  to  be  united,  is  the  human 
frame,  and  the  life.  But  the  life  itself  is  the 
real  united  principle;  which,  as  it  is  imma- 
terial, and  without  parts,  ^nd  incapable  of 
division  of  itself;  so,  also,  it  is  impossible  to 
be  disunited  from  any  thing  to  which  it  is 
joined,  unless  the  medium  of  that  conjunction 
be  first  destroyed;  which  is  began  by  producing 
a  void  or  chasm. 

Eleventhly,— a  chasm  is  the  medium  of 
the  separation  of  united  things;  so  the  di- 
minution of  that  medium  of  unition  is  the 
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production  of  a  chasm,  and  also  a  diminution 
of  the  united  forces;  and,  consequently,  the 
inlet  to  destruction  of  the  conjoined  principles. 

TwelftJily. — The  medium  of  unition  adds 
strength  to  the  things  united,  by  virtue  of 
their  conjunction,  or  being  made  one.  Hence, 
it  is  evident,  that  the  abstraction  of  that 
medium  must  be  the  dissolution  of  that 
strength  or  force;  and,  in  proportion  to  the 
increase  or  diminution  of  the  medium,  so  must 
be  the  decrease  or  increase  of  the  strength  of 
that  which  is  conjoined.  But,  we  have  before 
said,  that  there  is  no  unnecessary  increase  or 
profusion  of  this  vital  principle.  Ii  therefore 
follows: 

Thirteenthly — That,  lessening  the  quantity 
of  blood,  1.  hinders  nature  in  the  performance 
of  her  operations :  2.  diminishes  her  genera- 
tion: 3,  frustrates  some  of  her  intentions: 
4.  diminishes  the  medium  of  unition:  5. 
greatly  impairs  the  strength:  6.  opens  a 
chasm,  which  being  made  sufficiently  wide, 
lets  out  life,  and  introduces  death.  It  does,  also, 
manifestly  appear,  that  the  root,  found- 
ation, AND  CAUSE  OF  ALL  DISEASES,  IS 
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THE  ABERRATION,  OR  DERANGEMENT 
OF    THE   SPIRIT  AND    LIFE  THE  BLOOD; 

whether  it  arise  from  external  causes  or  force, 
or  internal  obstruction.  Lastly.  Since  the 
hhod  cannot  be  diminished  in  quantify,  without 
obvious  damage  to  the  human  frame,  the 

ALTERATION  OF  ITS  QUALITY  OUGHT  TO  BE 
ATTEMPTED  SOME  OTHER  WAY.  ITS  QUALITY 
MAY  BE  INJURED,  AND  THE  WHOLE  MASS 
BECOME  CORRUPTED,  AND  DERANGED  : — IN 
WHICH  CASE,  THE  MANNER  OF  ITS  PURI- 
FICATION   IS    TO    BE     CONSIDERED,   NOT  ITS 

diminution;  and  this  intention  is  easily 
accomplished,  as  the  sequel  will  prove. 

The  advocates  of  this  dangerous  system, 
endeavour  to  justify  their  practice  in  the 
following  way: 

First. — In  a  plethora,  or  fullness  of  blood; 
to  which  we  again  repeat,  that  nature  makes 
no  more  blood  than  is  sufficient  to  support  the 
frame  in  health  and  vigour. 

Secondly. — For  revulsion,  or  the  turning 
of  a  flux  of  humours  from  one  part  of  the 
body  to  another,  but  little  experience  is  re- 
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quisite  to  prove,  that  this  is  not  to  be  accom- 
plished by  depletion,^ — but  by  a  certain  class 
of  purgative  medicines;  diuretics,  and  dia- 
phorelics;  but  especially  the  former.  Much 
discrimination,  however,  is  requisite  in  the 
choice  and  combination  of  them,  as  the  author 
has  shewn  in  a  subsequent  part  of  the  work. 

Thirdli/,— They  allege  the  necessity  of 
bleeding  for  refrigeration;  in  cases  of  in- 
creased circulation,  which,  when  it  is  inor- 
dinately promoted,  doubtless  produces  a  great 
alteration  in  the  blood;  but,  surely,  nothing 
can  be  more  absurd,  than  to  diminish  the 
quantitif  of  this  fluid  for  the  purpose  of  alter- 
ing its  quality,  while  the  cause,  or  causes  of 
its  impurity  remain!  If,  from  a  vessel  of 
boiling  water  you  take  away  any  portion,  the 
remainder  will  boil  the  faster,  and  be  more 
speedily  evaporated. — Such  is  the  result  of 
bleeding  in  inflammatory  affections.  The 
excitement  occasioned  by  the  increased  acce- 
leration, is  not  to  be  overcome  by  exhausting 
vertous  and  vital  power, — as  bleeding  evi- 
dently does:  nor  is  a  change  in  its  vitiated 
quality  to  be  brought  about  by  such  means; 
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but  rather  by  appropriate  purgative  evacu- 
ations, and  cooling  beverages,  which  operate 
mildly  on  the  absorbent  system. 

Fourthly. — They  attempt  to  justify  their 
practice,  in  cases  of  corruption  of  the  blood. 
The  causes  of  this  impurity  are  exceedingly 
various;  but,  amongst  the  most  prominent  are 
the  absorption  of  unwholesome  and  imper- 
fectly digested  chyle,  and  of  some  part  of  the 
impure  secretions  of  the  alimentary  canal, 
and  of  the  foecal  matter  of  the  intestines, 
evinced  by  the  effluvia  which  sensibly  arise 
from  the  perspiration,  and  the  skin ;  or  certain 
obstructions  of  the  urinary  passages;  obstruc- 
tion of  the  bile,  &c. — these  are  fruitful  sources 
of  disease,  as  these  advocates  generally  admit. 
In  such  cases,  they  represent  the  absolute 
necessity  for  resorting  to  active  purgatives  to 
remedy  the  greater  degree  of  evil;  while,  minor 
cases  of  impurity,  they  profess  to  cure  by 
bleeding. 

Of  such  we  inquire,  by  what  means  can 
you  define  the  degree  of  corruption  in  the 
blood]  Is  not  the  circulating  fluid,  which 
remains  after   bleeding,  as  corrupted  and 
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impure  as  it  was  previously  t  What  reason 
cui  you  advance  for  attempting  the  cure  of 
gross  impurity  of  the  blood  by  purgative  ope- 
T>atiom;  and,  in  other  cases,  by  bleeding] 
How  does  that,  which  differs  only  in  quantity, 
differ  in  kind,  so  as  to  require  different  reme« 
dies]  And,  lastly,  but  not  least,  how  can 
this  diminution  of  the  blood  be  made,  without 
loss  of  strength,  which  to  the  patient  is  so 
highly  necessary]— These  are  queries,  to 
which  no  satisfactory  answer  ever  has,  or  can 
be  given. 

Vitiation  of  the  blood,  and  ultimately  of 
the  soft  solids  of  the  body,  more  or  less, 
frequently  occur  in  organic  and  malignant 
diseases;  and  it  is  certainly  much  advanced 
by  depression  of  the  vital  energies.  Were 
this  duly  considered,  it  would  assuredly  point 
out  the  great— the  very  great  imprudence  of 
debilitating  the  system,  by  abstracting  the 
vital  stream,  which  causes  the  powers  of  life 
to  droop  and  languish,  and  brings  on  all  the 
decrepitude  and  infirmities  of  premature 
«}ld  age. 
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Unhappily,  this  baneful  practice  is  not  only 
indiscriminately  contended  for,  and  acted  on, 
in  all  kinds  and  in  every  variety  of  fever, 
ivjiammationy  &c.  without  distinction,  but  is 
carried  to  great  excess;  and  the  consequence 
is,  a  great  degeneracy  in  our  race,  compared 
with  our  progenitors. 

Numerous  instances  might  be  cited,  wherein 
bleeding  has  been  strenuously  urged  by  the 
medical  attendant  as  imperative,  to  promote 
the  cure,  when  the  patient,  entertaining  a 
preconceived,  and  insuperable  objection  to  it, 
has  resolutely  resisted  every  overture  and 
importunity  to  that  end, — be  the  result  what 
it  might;  preferring  the  charge  of  the  prac- 
titioner of  extreme  rashness  and  folly,  to 
a  submission  to  that  mode  of  treatment : — 
many  are  these  instances,  even  when  the 
worst  symptoms  of  inflammation  of  the 
stomach  and  bowels,  would  on  their  plan, 
seemingly  justify  their  recommendations, 
when  a  perseverance  in  such  objections 
has  led  to  the  ultimate  adoption  of  other 
vigorous  measures,  (less  weakening  to  the 
system,)  without  the  alternative  of  bleeding. 
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with  complete  success.  The  following  is  a 
case  in  point, — occurring  in  the  experience 
of  an  old  physician  eminent  in  practice;  who, 
though  he  is  not  an  objector  in  toto  to  vene- 
section, is  nevertheless  more  cautious  than 
most  of  his  brethren  in  the  profession  in 
adapting  his  treatment,  in  this  respect,  to  the 
strength  of  his  patient's  constitution.  He  was 
called  in  to  give  advice  in  a  case  of  ruptured 
blood  vessel  of  the  lurgs,  to- a  friend  whom  he 
had  known  for  many  years.  The  vomiting  of 
blood,  and  other  attendant  symptoms,  were 
most  alarming.  The  physician  candidly 
stated,  that  he  must  not  bleed,  but  attempt 
the  cure  by  other  means;  and  accordingly 
commenced  with  a  course  of  remedies  to 
..reduce  the  impetus  of  the  blood,  without 
producing  the  sad  effects  consequent  on  de- 
pletion. He  soon  succeeded  in  effecting  an 
entire  cure;  and,  on  his  departure,  left  this 
.salutary  admonition  and  caution,  ''beware 
of  bleeding; — your  constitution  is  not  suffi- 
ciently strong,  nor  ever  will  be,  to  sustain 
the  shock  it  would  occasion."  After  the 
lapse  of  many  months,  a  fresh  excitement 
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produced  a  second  rupture,  and  another  phy- 
sician, and  other  medical  men,  were  called  in 
to  attend  the  patient,  who  had  recourse  to  im- 
mediate and  immoderate  abstraction  of  blood, 
which  was  from  time  to  time  repeated,  until 
great  exhaustion  and  debility  ensued,  which 
terminated  in  consumption,  and  the  subject 
rapidly  sunk  under  the  shock  into  a  premature 
grave;  when  the  original  measures  (had  they 
been  again  employed)  might  have  averted 
this  painful  catastrophe  for  many  years. 

Bleeding  has  been  highly  extolled  in 
diabetes,  or  incontinence  of  urine,  as  a  specific 
remedy;  and  some  supposed  cures  have  been 
published  in  the  journals. 

Dr.  Bickley,  physician  of  Haslam  Hospital, 
a  man  of  great  observation  and  experience, 
having  become  a  martyr  to  this  complaint, 
felt  determined  to  try  the  new  remedy  on 
himself,  for  the  cure,  although  he  thought  the 
treatment  proposed  most  injudicious.  He 
was  copiously  bled;  and  his  strength  was 
greatly  reduced  by  the  loss  of  blood.  The 
quantity  of  urine  voided  was  not  diminished, 
nor  its  quality  altered,  by  the  operation. 
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Still,  encouraged  by  the  extravagant  recom- 
mendations published  in  the  journals,  he 
determined  to  persevere  with  the  remedy, 
and  Avas  accordingly  bled  a  second  time  to 
the  same  extent. — His  vital  powers  became 
so  much  reduced  by  these  measures,  that  he 
Vvras  compelled  to  keep  his  room,  and  in  a  few 
days  paid  the  debt  of  nature.  Had  a  mild 
aperient  and  tonic  remedy  been  administered, 
very  different  would  have  been  the  result. 

Several  instances  have  occurred  in  typhus, 
or  malignant  fever,  and  in  rheumatism  and 
gout,  where  abstraction  of  blood  from  the 
veins,  notwithstanding  the  watery  state  of 
this  fluid  contra-indicated  the  proprietyof  such 
a  practice,  have  been  performed  with  manifest 
injury;  and  never  in  a  single  case  with  benefit. 
These  are  unquestionable  facts;  and  they 
speak  volumes. 

The  nature  of  all  poison,  and  all  evil  hu- 
mours is,  perpetually  to  assault  the  heart, 
and  to  produce  sudden  prostration  of  strength, 
in  the  strongest  constitutions;  and  since  vene- 
sedion.noi  only  diminishes  the  native  strength, 
but  also  draws  the  malignity  of  humours 
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tovrards  the  heart,  re-absorbing  (to  the  mani- 
fest oppression  of  nature)  what  she  had 
before  thrown  out  for  her  relief:  it  will,  con- 
sequently, appear  quite  clear  to  the  rational 
mind,  that  a  mode  of  treatment  terminating  in 
these  results,  is  not  only  unnecessary,  but 
highly  improper. 

To  sum  up  the  whole:-— bleeding  weakens 
and  enervates  the  body ;  hastens  old  age  and 
decrepitude;  rapidly  lowers  the  circulation, 
which  with  difficulty  is  regained;  puffs  up 
and  fattens  the  body  to  its  injury;  materially 
weakens  idigestion,  and  brings  on  torpidity, 
or  an  inactive  state  of  the  stomach,  liver,  and 
bowels,  whereby  the  nutritious  part  of  the 
food  is  not  sufficiently  prepared  for  nourish- 
ment of  the  system,  and  dropsy  often  ensues: 
it  disorders  the  perspiration  of  the  skin,  and 
subjects  the  patient  to  colds  and  defluxions, 
and  disorders  of  the  lungs; — it  relaxes  and 
debilitates  the  nervous  structure,  and  renders 
the  afflicted  the  perpetual  subject  of  vapours, 
and  extremely  liable  to  every  species  of 
nervous  malady,  in  all  its  hideous  forms; — it 
lays  a  foundation  for  consumption;— under-* 
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amines  the  frame,  by  producing  debility  and 
an  evil  habit  of  the  body,  and  eventually 
becomes  destructive  to  the  whole  constitution. 

Since,  however,  nature  requires  the  exr 
pulsion  of  the  acrimonious  humours  which 
ferment  and  heat  the  vital  fluid — the  blood- 
peccant  either  in  quantity  or  quality,  or  in 
both-  it  remains  to  inquire  by  what  means 
this  desideratum  is  to  be  accomplished;  so 
that  by  exploding  the  present  blood-letting 
system,  we  may  introduce  a  mode  of  treat- 
ment, at  once  more  simple  in  its  nature,  and 
xational  in  its  pursuit.        mh^Q^ib  aci';  l 

The  first  indication  Which,  naturally  suggests 
itself  to  the  mind,  in  the  cure  of  disease, 
is  to  remove  from  the  stomach  and  bowels 
all  impure  secretions,  which  usually  excite 
great  irritation  of  the  nervous  temperament. 

To  fulfil  this  intention,  a  judicious  combi- 
nation of  pi^rga/ire  remedies  is  indispensible, 
and  only  such  Temedies  m^e  mm$s€Lry  for  that 
purpose;  hniy  it  should  ever  be  recollected, 
that  they  should  be  su€h  as  most  assimilate 
to  the  nature>  and  participate  of  the  same 

j)rinciples  of  which  the  blood  is  coiiiposedf 
c 
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and  that  the  successful  treatment  of  diseases 
by  purgative  operations,  mainly  depends  on 
their  proper  combination  with  a  due  propor- 
tion of  other  ingredients  of  a  tonic  and  anti- 
spasmodic quality;  as,  by  their  use,  the 
patient  will  speedily  recover :  whereas,  if  his 
treatment  were  a  simple  purgative  merely,  in 
most  cases  he  would  fail  to  accomplish  his 
object.  Purgatives  thus  combined  may  be 
long  continued,  without  detriment;  but  rather 
with  decided  advantage.  The  greatest  care 
is  necessary  in  the  selection,  whether  the 
purgative  be  a  simple  or  a  combination,  that, 
while  it  operates  with  certainty  in  cleansing 
the  stomach  and  bowels  from  an  accumulation 
of  foul  matter,  and  purging  the  whole  mass 
of  blood  of  its  impurities,  and  thus  relieving 
the  patient,  it  does  not  at  the  same  time 
render  the  intestinal  canal  nervous  and  irri- 
table :  for,  however  simple  even  a  vegetable 
preparation  containing  a  medicinal  purgative 
property  may  be,  it  should  (as  we  have  before 
stated)  ever  be  associated  with  a  tonic  bitter ^ 
strengthening  and  balsamic  principle,  of  the 
jUame  quality  and  kind  as  the  gastric  juice 
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generated  by  nature  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting digestion  of  the  food;  otherwise  the 
texture  of  the  stomach,  and  organs  of  diges- 
tion, will  become  impaired,  and  at  length  be 
rendered  incapable  of  performing  the  duties 
assigned  them,  without  the  constant  aid  of  a 
stimulus.  Hence,  we  account  for  the  debili- 
tating effects  consequent  on  the  frequent  and 
injudicious  application  of  the  drastic  pur- 
gatives— now  much  in  use;  which  operate 
violently  on  the  nervous  structure  of  the 
stomach,  the  exhalent  vessels  of  the  intes- 
tines, and  the  absorbent  system  in  general, 
highly  aggravating  the  disorders  they  in- 
tended to  alleviate.  The  injury  thus  produced, 
cannot  be  repaired  by  the  subsequent  use  of 
BREAKFAST  POWDER,  or  any  similar  class  of 
remedies. 

True  it  is,  nevertheless,  that  acute  and 
long-standing  complaints  require  brisk  opera- 
tion; and  this  counter-irritation  in  the  stomach 
and  bowels  should  be  kept  up  until  the  vio- 
lence of  the  disorder  has  abated,  and  finally^ 
overcome;  but,  in  such  case,  a  strengthening 
medicine,  containing  also  a  mild  aperient  pro- 
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perty,  should  be  interposed  in  the  intervening 
period,  to  prevent  the  evil  which  might  other- 
wise arise  from  a  continued  course  of  these' 
necessary  evacuations;  and  this  process  is/ 
indeed,  conformable  to  the  measures  of  ther 
most  successful  practitioner. 

Cases  A\ill,  however,  sometimes  occur, 
where  but  little  benefit  can  be  observed,  until 
purgatives  have  been  almost  unremittingly 
given,  and  long  continued — the  evacuations 
being  at  first  natural ;  but  afterwards  betray- 
ing disorder,  and  proving  that  their  repeated 
exhibition  was  requisite,  to  unload  the  biliary 
ducts  and  gall-bladder,  and  remove  the  foecal 
matter  from  the  cells  of  the  larger  intestines. 

The  great  importance  of  such  remedies, 
for  GENERAL  USEFULNESS,  and  a  proper  se- 
lection, in  accordance  with  the  foregoing 
principles,  has  been  the  anxious  concern,  and 
laborious  study  of  the  author,  for  many  years; 
during  which  time  he  has  made  elaborate 
researches  into  the  properties  of  herbs,  in  the 
vegetable  kingdom;  and  devoted  much  valu- 
able time  in  perfecting  his  discoveries,  by  a 
series  of  chemical  operations,  and  so  concen- 
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trating  their  essential  qualities,  tliat,  while 
they  purge  the  system,  they  at  the  samd  time 
impart  vigor  to  the  whole  economy  of  nature - 
and  in  the  issue,  prove  a  specific  antidote 
for  all  disorders  proceeding  from  acrimonious 
humours  and  impurity  of  the  blood; — which 
impurity  brings  in  its  train  a  melancholy 
catalogue  of  every  kind  of  internal  and  local 
disorder,  in  which  such  a  radical  remedy  is 
t)f  paramount  importance. 

In  vain  would  you  search  the  whole  Materia 
Medica  to  find  such  ^  panacea,  in  cases  of 
torpor  of  the  stomach,  liver,  and  bowels,  as  the 
Petroleum  Pills.  In  many  thousand  instances 
the  most  beneficial  effects  have  been  derived 
from  their  use,  by  all  classes,  and  in  every  case; 
by  tte  aged,  the  young,  and  the  weakly  of 
both  sexes.  In  no  case  can  they  do  harm; 
and  in  all  cases  they  do  good,  and  should 
never  be  omitted,  whenever  the  body  is  cos- 
tive, or  when  the  feelings  indicate  the  ap- 
proach of  disorder;  or,  when  an  active 
composition  is  wanted  to  subdue  it. 
•  /The  stomach  and  bowels  are  emptied^ 
either  by  vomiting,  or  by  stoois.~The  latter 
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discharge  (being  more  natural  than  th(^ 
former)  should  in  every  instance  be  preferred. 
But  there  are  some  particular  cases,  occuring 
in  those  of  a  izV^'of/s  temperament,  where  these 
evacuations,  if  they  are  produced  by  such 
medicines  as  do  not  violently  agitate  the 
system,  do  good,  especially  when  the  intes- 
tines are  discharged  of  their  foecal  matter,  at 
the  same  time.  It  is  necessary  to  remark, 
that  if  this  effect  be  produced  in  some  habits 
by  the  pills,  No.  2,  it  is  a  true  sign  that  the 
stomach  is  surcharged  with  bilious  humours, 
and  that  the  enemy  is  roused  into  action, 
and,  until  expelled  from  his  quarters  by  due 
perseverance  with  the  medicines,  disorder 
will  continue,  as  the  effects  will  cease  only 
with  the  removal  of  the  cause. 

There  are  many  symptoms,  which  indicate 
the  necessity  of  adopting  a  purgative  course, 
of  the  pecuUar  nature  of  the  aforesaid  medi- 
cines; indeed,  they  are  so  n\imerousy-^th^tf4 
few  of  them  only  can  be  given,  in  a  Nummary 
statement.  But,  above  all,  lot  the  patient 
beware  of  mercury;— the  fashionable,  yet 
destructive  remedy  of  the  present  practice, 
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fox  bilious  complaints.— Many  a  subject  (sup- 
posed' tO' be  bilious)  has  fallen  a  victim  to 
such  a  course.  The  practice  of  administering 
calomel,  and  similar  preparations,  in  those 
affection^  of  the  stomach  denominated  bilious, 
no  matter  whether  they  arise  from  excess  or 
deficiency  of  bile,  that  attack  Europeans  in 
the  Indies,  and  in  this  country,  is  extremely 
injurious,  a,nd,  when  persisted  in,  is  attended 
with  the  most  serious  and  appalling  conse- 
quences. 

It  is  hoped  this  salutary  caution  will  suffice, 
to  induce  the  subject  of  these  affections  to 
pause  at  the  threshold,  and  weigh  well  the 
consequences,  before  he  attempts  an  experi- 
ment on  his  constitution,  with  so  powerful  a 
drug,  which  has  in  many  cases  effected,  and 
is  capable  of  completing  the  absolute  ruin  of 
the  system^  and  that  very  speedily,  if  it  be 
improperly  and  unseasonably  administered. 
Experience,  which  is .  th^  touchstone  of  the 
value  of  every  remedy,  has  happily  evinced, 
that  these  secretions  may  be  as  efficaciously 
acted  on,  by  the  use  of  other  compounds  (of 
such  class  as  the  Petroleum  Pills)  which 
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fulfil  their  office  beneficially,  and  will,  when 
more  generally  known,  entirely  -supersede 
the  use  of  so  baneful  an  article  as  that 
alluded  to. 

A  necessity  for  the  use  of  purgative  medi^ 
cines  will  be  apparent  from  the  fact,  that 
scarcely  any  one  enjoys  a  confirmed  state  of 
health,  nor  can  possibly  enjoy  it,  even  for  a 
short  space  of  time,  who  does  not  have  an 
evacuation  once  or  twice  a  day;  which  is  as 
absolutely  requisite  for  the  support  of  life,  as 
food  is  for  the  nourishment  of  the  body.  Nor 
is  it  more  essential  for  the  enjoyment  of 
health,  that  the  purer  and  more  juicy  and 
nutritious  part  of  our  food,  should  be  trans- 
mitted through  the  vessels  which  convey  the 
chyle  or  digestive  fluid  fox  the  nourishment  of 
the  body,  than  for  the  grosser  and  feculent 
parts,  (which,  being  pent  up,  emit  noxious 
vapours,^)  should  be  expelled,  either  naturally, 
or  by  the  aid  of  some  proper  purgative  medi- 
cine. And,  indeed,  this  class  of  remedies, 
only,  deserves  the  name  of  physic. 

It  is  of  unspeakable  importance,  in  the 
cutting  short  the  course  of  fevers,  to  delay  no 
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time  in  effecting  copious  evacuations,  and 
thus  expelling  the  acrid  humours,  before  the 
strength  of  the  patient  becomes  exhausted. 
It  is  the  sudden  and  brisk  operation  that  does 
so  much  good,  and  tends  to  rescue  the  patient 
from  his  iniminent  danger -—which  cannot  be 
elfected  by  any  other  mode  of  treatment. 

Cases  may  occui^,  when  double  doses  of  the 
purgatives  (hereafter  particularly  specified) 
should  be  taken;  and  more  depends  on  the 
sufficiency  of  the  quantity  taken,  than  can  be 
here  explained. 

In  acute  cases;  febrile  diseases;  scarlet 
fever;  small  pox;  measles;  cholera  morbus; 
and  in  perplexed  symptoms,  arising  from  ^ 
putrid  state  of  the  fluids,  &c.  of  course,  the 
cures  will  mainly  depend  on  adapting  the 
quantity  to  the  disease; — in  which  larger  doses 
may  be  safely  taken.  Repeated  purgatives, 
even  in  unhealthy  constitutions,  are  never 
attended  with  ill  consequences,  if  their  action  is 
properly  modified — that  is,  if  they  are  properly 
combined;  but,  on  the  contrary,  such  combi- 
nations strengthen  the  system : — not  so  with 
all  the  purgatives  in  general  use. 
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The  following  signs,  which  shew  the  ne- 
nessity  for  a  mild  purgative  operation,  so 
generally  prevail,  that  they  must  be  familiar 
and  obvious  to  every  one. 

First. — ^Whenever  there  is  a  disagreeable, 
taste  in  the  mouth  in  a  morning,  especially  if 
it  be  bitter; — a  foul-furred  tongue  and  teeth; 
unpleasant  eructations  of  wind;  acidity;  fla- 
tulence; and  distention  of  the  stomach; — • 
these  are  sure  symptoms  of  disorder  in  the 
digestive  functions. 

Secondly,' — ^Want  of  appetite,  gradually 
increasing  without  fever,  degenerating  into  a 
disinclination  and  aversion  to  food. 

Thirdly. — Much  nausea  in  the  stomach,  and 
reaching  to  vomit  before  breakfast,  and 
sometimes  throughout  the  day,  should  not  the 
cause  (in  the  female)  arise  from  pregnancy, 

Fourthly, — ^Vomiting  up  bitter,  or  corrupted 
humours.  This  is  the  case  in  Cholera 
Morbus,  induced  by  inaction  of  the  bowels, 
and  accumulation  of  bile  long  pent  up  in  the 
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gall-bladder,  which  produces  great  irritation, 
and  causes  a  sudden  effusion  into  the  duo- 
denum, producing  spasms,  vomiting,  and 
purging,  and  general  commotion  of  the  whole 
system.  When  the  case  is  treated  with 
decision  J  by  giving  full  doses  of  the  Pills,  No.  2, 
the  Vomitings  cease ; — free  evacuations,  with 
a  copious  discharge  of  bile,  takes  place,  and 
the  patient  soon  recovers. 

Fifthly. — An  evident  sense  of  weight  in 
the  stomach,  loins,  or  knees,  &c. 

Sixthly. — Oppression  and  pains  in  the 
stomach;  frequent  head-aches;  and  drowsi- 
ness, increasing  after  meals.  To  promote 
digestion,  two  or  three  of  the  pills.  No.  1, 
should  be  taken  one  hour  before  dinner. 

Seventhly. — ; After  free  indulgence  of  con- 
diments and  other  luxuries  of  the  table; 
excess  of  wine,  spirits,  or  malt  liquor;  and 
other  irregularities. 

Eighthly. — ^Wben  the  pulse  becomes  more 
irregular  than  usual,  and  sometimes  inter- 
mitting. 
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Whenever  the  above  symptoms  appear,  the 
patient  may  take  a  dose  of  the  pills',  No.  % 
sufficient  to  produce  three  or  four  brisk 
motions,  (varying  from  two  to  five  pills,  as 
ithe^  feeble  or  full  habit  of  body  m^iy  dictate;) 
and,  on  the  following  day,  a  dose  of  the  pills. 
No.  1,  alike  varied)  will  be  foUowed  by 
pianiiest  beneiit. 

It  w^ill  be  generally  found,  that  timely 
j*ecourse  to  this  antidote  will  carry  off  from 
the  system,  what  would  otherwise  produce 
commotion  and  impurity  in  the  blood,  and 
generate  disease.  The  bad  taste  in  the  mouth; 
the  continued  flatulence  ;  the  great  propensity 
to  sickness,  aud  actual  vomiting,  evidently 
prove  that  the  stomach  is  much  disordered, 
and  that  the  cause  of  that  disorder  must  be 
removed;  which  can  only  be  accomplished  by 
purging  it,  before  the  affections  wU^ 

An  observation  is  here  necessary  i  ag  there 
is  great  variety  in  the  strength  of  different 
constitutions,  it  is  at  all  ^zV/ze^s,  re^^^^^  for 
the  patient  to  ascertain  haw  ^1j|(^jpg-ja  dos^e 
will  be  needed  to  produce  the  diesired  opera- 
lion:  and.  before  be  has  consumed  one  box 
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of  the  pills  in  trying  their  efficacy  (beginning 
with  two  pills,  and  increasing  them  to  five, 
according  to  circumstances,)  experience  will 
be  gained,  as  a  guide  in  future,  in  adjusting 
the  dose.  It  should  be  ever  borne  in  mind, 
that  the  pills,  for  distinction  s  sake  numbered 
2,  are  most  powerful,  and  that  they  should 
)e  taken  in  obstinate  cases  of  disease,  and 
n  all  bilious  affections;  and,  generally,  ii; 
.xlternate  doses  with  those  numbered  1.   

We  must  now  conclude  our  dissertation  on 
this  part  of  the  subject,  by  a  few  remarks^ 
Nothing  is  so  effectual  to  preserve  health, 
and  prevent  disease,  as  to  maintain  the  tone, 
strength,  and  motion  of  the  first  passages; 
because  the  most  safe  and  salutary  excretion, 
(which  is  performed  by  stool,)  discharges  the 
refuse  of  the  food  remaining  after  digestion, 
or  collected  from  all  parts  of  the  body, 
depends  principally  thereon.  If  this  evacu- 
ation be  suppressed,  or  slowly  performed,  a 
vast  quantity  of  vitious  humours  is  rapidly 
collected,  and  becomes  the  cause  and  fomentor 
of  disease.  How  necessary,  therefore,  is 
P 
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due  attention,  and  the  timely  use  of  such 
medicines  as  promote  these  operations,  (so 
essential  to  the  possession  of  health;)  none 
will  be  at  a  loss  to  determine. 

At  the  interesting  period  of  bpyhood  up  tp 
a  state  of  puberty,  when  the  frame  evinces  a 
sanguine  temperament,  and  the  system  i^ 
remarkably  susceptible  to  infection  and  in^ 
flammatory  disorders; — to  febrile  action,  or 
fever;  enlargement  of  the  glands,  and  scro- 
fulous'  inflammations ;  epilepsy;  St.  Vitus'^ 
Dance;  affections  of  the  gkin;  inflammatiou 
of  the  lungs,  &c.  &c.:— at  this  critical  junc^ 
ture,  purgative  operations  of  a  mild  character 
(properly  combined)  are  highly  requisite;  but, 
as  the  c^se  often  arises  from  depression,  it 
is  indispensible  that  these  purgatives  should 
be  such  as  combine  v/itl]L  that  power,  a 
strengthening  principle  aisp.  ^    ^  t  ^ 

The  riper  years  of  manhood,  thoiigli  on  the 
whole  most  exempt  from  disease,  is  often 
subjected  to  its  attack.  At  this  season,  the 
ciirculation  is  often  languid ;  and  an  accumula- 
tion of  humours  in  the  veins,  constipation^ 

a  costive  habit,  with  tie  various  diseases 


prdceeding  from  that  state,  especially  pile^ ; 
bilious  complaints;  inflammatory  affections; 
apoplexy;  palsy;  derangement  of  the  stomach 
and  liver ;  gout  and  rheumatism ;  diseases  of 
the  urinary  passages;  hysterics,  and  uterine 
disorders : — at  this  eventful  period,  when  the 
cause  is  apparent,  warm,  tonic,  and  support- 
ing purgative  medicines,  should  be  frequently 
given,  with  a  restorative  diet;  and  to  those 
afflicted  with  these  disorders,  the  Pills,  No* 
1,  will  be  of  singular  service. 

It  has  often  been  stated,  in  reference  td 
medical  discoveries,  that  humanity  demands 
publicity  of  a  composition  possessing  valu- 
able properties,  of  great  importance  to  the 
health  of  the  community;  but,  in  justice  to 
himself,  the  proprietor  presents  an  objection 
to  that  course,  as  regards  his  remedies,  with- 
out due  remuneration,  either  from  the  govern- 
ment of  the  country,  or  the  public  at  large,  to 
compensate  him  for  the  sacrifice  of  property, 
time,  and  attention,  devoted  to  that  purpose. 
He  has  sought  for  public  patronage  for  that 
remuneration,  and  has  been  much  gratified  by 
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an  extensive  and  increasing  demand  for  his 
medicines;  and,  above  all,  by  the  numerous 
and  encouraging  reports  he  has  received,  and 
continues  to  receive  of  their  efficacy, — even 
in  cases  which  have  baffled  the  skill  of  the 
most  eminent  m  practice. 

It  is  much  to  be  lamented,  that  a  general 
understanding  exists  amongst  the  faculty,  to 
discountenance  and  oppose  all  proprietary  me- 
dicines, and  to  condemn  the  whole,  without 
discrimination,  though  they  are  ignorant  of 
their  efficacy,  or  their  component  parts.  To 
this  class  of  medicines  the  College  is  peculiarly 
indebted  for  some  of  the  most  valuable  com- 
pounds;— ^now  adopted  by  its  members,  and 
copied  into  their  Pharmacopoeias. 

An  important  reason,  moreover,  for  con- 
cealment of  the  composition  of  a  valuable 
remedy  may  be  urged,  not  only  on  the  ground  of 
the  proprietor's  reasonable  claims  for  compensa- 
tion, but  for  the  unqualified  abuse  he  is  likely 
to  encounter  from  certain  system-mongers  and 
mercenary  members  of  the  profession,  who 
oppose  the  introduction  of  new  remedies, 
according  to  the  example  of  their  ancestors, 
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wKen  Peruvian  Bark,  opium,  and  other  ap- 
proved articles  oi  the  Materia  Medica,  were 
first  ushered  into  notice.  Their  real  object  in 
decrying  such  remedies  is,,pi|i  account  of  their 
interference  with  their  lucrative  practice,  by 
which  they  daily  exact  from  the  public  enor- 
mous fees.  It  is  llieir  connnon  custom  to 
rail  against  remedies,  which  may  be  used  zcith- 
out  (heir  assibtauce;  and  to  term  the  inventor 
a  quack,  or  medical  impostor, — no  matter  how 
intrinsic  the  value  of  the  compound  may  be. 

It  is  unquestionably  true,  and  cannot  be 
denied,  that  no  general  principle  has  been 
established  by  them  for  the  treatment  of 
disease.  Hence,  opinions  of  4iL,^ ^nature  are 
stated,  and  treatment  for  the  cures  are  pro- 
posed, in  direct  opposition  to  each  other;  (the 
late  newspaper,  and  other  contentions,  on  the 
cholera  question,  and  various  other  subjects, 
will  illustrate  the  fact;)  and  numerous  ex- 
periments are  frequently  made,  under  the 
shield  of  professional  character,  which  have 
imperiled  the  life  of  its  subject.  On  this 
account,  and  from  the  serious  expences  in- 
curred by  medical  advice,  and  for  various 
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other  reasons,  the  implicit  confidence  of  the 
public  has  been  greatly  weaned  from  em- 
ployment of  general  practitioners;  and  thus, 
the  public  have  gained  experience  of  the 
excellency  of  many  articles — the  medicinal 
properties  of  which  it  has  been  the  dihgent 
efforts  of  the  faculty  to  vilify.  Let  such,  in 
future,  look  at  home,  and  reform  their  practice. 
Let  them  inquire,  whether  the  community  are 
not,  in  many  cases,  more  imposed  on  by 
high  charges  of  their  attendance;  by  their 
empty  titles,  and  pretended  academical  honors; 
and  deficiency  of  experience  and  skill,  than 
by  the  whole  class  of  proprietary  medicines. 

If,  on  trial,  such  remedies  are  found  to 
possess  decided,  positive  power  in  expelling 
disease,  confidence  will  be  gained,  and  no 
effort  can  prevent  their  extensive  sale;  but 
more  especially  so,  when  the  opposition  is 
violent,  and  directed  by  the  very  individuals 
interested  in  their  suppression. 

The  public  alone  will  decide,  as  to  the 
rationality  of  the  treatment  herein  recom- 
mended; and  the  remedies  proposed;  and  it 
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would  ill  compliment  their  judgment^ v^i>y 
establishing  a  medical  dictator. 

Th(B  Proprietor,  desirous  of  rendetinl^

The  period  of  Dentition,  or  CuxTiNa 
of  Teeth,  is  doubtless  the  most  important 
and  critical  of  the  infant  state.  Most  of 
the  disorders  thereby  induced^  especially  in 
children  inheriting  the  extremes  of  nature, 
plethora^  or  high  health,  and  relaxation  and 
debility,  (the  former  being  subjected  to  acute 
a,nd  inflammatory  fevers,  convulsions,  &c. 
and  the  latter  to  slow  hectic  fever,  and  general 
wasting  away,)  are  of  a  very  dangerous  cha- 
racter, and  require  prompt  and  active  mea- 
sures to  alleviate  the  distressing  symptoms;^ 
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by  obviating  the  rigidity  of  the  gums,  which 
often  materially  obstructs  the  passage  of  the 
teeth,  so  as  to  produce  the  utmost  difficulty 
and  pain. 

A  sensitive  mind  cannot  contemplate,  un- 
moved, how  many  a  fair  bud  has  been  nipped 
by  the  touch  of  death  from  this  cause,  nor 
the  preponderating  weight  of  sorrow  which 
must  afflict  the  maternal  breast — when  fondly 
cherished  hopes  thus  become  a  desolate  wreck. 

The  immense  proportion  of  children  who 
die  in  the  infaqtile  state,  cannot  but  afford 
great  regret;  for,  according  to  the  bills  of 
mortality,  one  half  the  children  borii  in  this 
country  die  before  the  age  of  seven  years: 
and  it  has  been  ascertained,  that  more  than  a 
tenth  part  of  the  whole  number  expire  at  the 
time  of  teething,  and  the  consequences  arising 
from  it.  The  peculiar  delicacy  and  exquisite 
sensibility  of  the  nervous  system,  and  irrita^ 
tion  of  the  tender  gums,  which  brings  on 

INFLAMMATION,  FEVER,  CONVULSIONS,  GAN- 
GRENES, &c.  are  primary  causes  of  this  mor- 
tality; and,  it  is  to  be  feared,  that  many  thou- 
sand innocent  victims  are  annually  sacrificed, 

H 
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from  ignorance  of  the  causes,  or  the  means  of 
averting  them. 

The  time  of  protrusion  of  the  teeth  in 
children  is  variable.  Some  cut  them  in  the 
third  and  fourth  month ;  others  after  the  sixth 
and  seventh;  many  not  until  the  eighth  or 
ninth,  and  some  even  after  twelve  months. 

The  fore-teeth  generally  appear  first,  both 
above  and  below:  first,  the  two  low  er  ones 
and  then  those  above,  and  on  each  side,  which 
are  eight  in  number;  afterwards,  the  large 
teeth  are  produced,  in  cutting  of  which  there 
is  often  much  danger.  In  many  children  this 
process  is  very  tedious,  and  especially  if  the 
eye  teeth,  and  several  others,  come  through 
together.  : 

Whenever  this  operation  of  nature  is  about 
being  performed,  the  infant  will  give  an  inti- 
mation of  such  circumstance,  by  constantly 
thrusting  its  fingers  into  its  mouth,  and  by 
slavering;  and  will  manifest  its  distress,  by 
<irying,  and  other  symptoms.  That  part  of 
the  gurn  where  the  teeth  break  forth,  becomei^ 
swelled,  and  assutnes  a  white  appearance. 
Looseness  is  not  an  unusual  attendant;— 
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sometimes  convursions,  and  fevers^jfo|||:j^' iu 
the  train.  r 

Difficult  teething  is  sometimes  caused  by 
the  slowness  of  their  growth,  and  sometimes 
by  their  bluntness;  but,  generally,  the  pain 
which  accompanies  this  course  of  nature  is 
produced  by  the  hard  nnd solid  substance,  and 
close  texture  of  the  gums,  through  which  they 
have  to  pierce.  Hence,  when  these  sharp 
instruments  (the  teeth)  begin  to  puncture  and 
expand,  they  occasion  a  great  tension  and 
laceration  of  the  gums ;  which,  being  plenti- 
fully supplied  with  the  finest  nerves  and 
blood-vessels,  are  exceedingly  sensible  of 
pain ;  and  from  this  cause  arises  inflamma- 
tion; SWELLING  OF  THE  GUMS;  GREEN 
stools;     DISTURBANCE     OF     THE  SPIRITS; 

■watchings;  a  continual  fever;  restless- 
ness; sometimes  looseness,  and  at  other 
times  costiveness,  with  much  pain  in  the 
bowels;  vomitings;  thrush;  rickets; 
epilepsy;  convulsions,  &c.  any  of  which 
symptoms  indicate  the  necessity  of  timely 
assistance  to  counteract  them.    )fl<>  ^batlsw. 
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These  affections,  which  so  terribly  agitate 
the  tender  structure,  and  disorganize  the  whole 
oeconomy,  must  obviously  be  overcome,  by 
removing  the  cause  or  causes  which  produce 
them.  The  irritation  of  the  nerves  in  these 
sensible  parts,  and  of  the  nervous  temperament 
in  general,  should  be  allayed  by  a  softening 
and  cooling  topical  application,  combining 
also  an  anodyne  property,  for  the  purpose  of 
relieving  the  excessive  pain  proceeding  from 
irritability  of  the  parts,  and  at  the  same  time 
soothing  the  entire  system. 

It  is  here  necessary  to  add  a  caution  of 
some  moment  to  nurses,  who  habitually, 
or  occasionally,  administer  to  infants  an  opiate^ 
(as  opium,  laudanum,  syrup  of  poppies,  &c.) 
for  the  purpose  of  lulling  the  infants  to  sleep 
on  such  occasions. — Nothing  can  be  more 
dangerous  in  practice.  Opium  invariably  pro- 
duces constipation  in  the  bowels,  and  impedes 
the  growth  of  the  teeth, — it  increases  the 
attendant  fever — it  disorders  the  brain,  and 
blunts  the  natural  sensibilities  of  the  child, 
while  its  efficacy  in  alleviating  pain,  is  but 
transitory.  This  custom  should  be  interdicted, 
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as  fraught  with  evil.  The  pa^infuilexcifement 
Should  be  mitigated  by  other  means,  which 
cannot  produce  disorder  in  the  tender  frame; 
certainly  not  by  a  powerful  narcotic^  as  opium, 
and  similar  preparations.  It  is  of  incalculable 
importance  at  such  seasons  of  distress,  to 
possess  a  remedy  at  hand,  not  liable  to  these 
i^bjections.  Moreover,  it  is  of  the  greatest 
cbnsequence  to  super-add  another  equally 
^necessary  caution  against,  and  to  deprecate 
the  practice  of,  lancing  the  gums,  which  has 
often  proved  a  dangerous  experiment;  and, 
when  unskilfully  performed,  been  fatal  to  the 
infant.  It  must  be  obvious  to  all  who  think 
iipon  the  subject,  that  an  incision  made  in 
the  swelled  gum  by  so  thin  an  instrument  as 
the  lancet,  will  immediately  cicatrize,  or  close 
up  and  heal  again,  and  consequently  produce 
in  the  part  so  hard  a  seam,  as  to  become  a 
formidable  barrier  to  the  production  of  the 
tooth,  causing  it  to  push  forth  out  of  its 
due  order;  and  an  irregular  formation  will 
follow,  which  can  only  benefit  the  dentist, 
whose  business  it  is  to  extract  them,  to  give 
place  for  others.

In  the  successful  treatment  of  Dentition, 
or  Cutting  of  Teeth,  the  state  of  the  bowels 
require  particular  attention.  If  a  looseness 
ensue,  (provided  it  be  not  immoderate,  or  too 
long  continued,)  it  must  on  no  account  be 
checked,  as  those  who  are  subjected  to  these 
evacuations,  (at  that  period)  invariably  cut 
their  teeth  with  greater  ease  than  others;  and, 
therefore,  rather  than  check,  we  should  assist 
nature  in  carrying  off  the  redundant  humours 
which  may  be  admirably  accomplished  by 
adding  from  four  to  seven  grains  (according 
to  age)  of  the  Powdered  Rhubarb  to  the  same 
quantity  of  Sulphate  of  Potass.  On  the 
contrary,  when  the  bowels  are  costive,  or 
inclined  to  that  state,  it  is  of  essential  import- 
ance to  give  the  before-mentioned  dose  of 
this  powder,  with  a  pill.  No.  1,  to  freely  open 
them:  when  the  external  applications  of  the 
proprietor's  "Golden  Balm,"  or  Soothing 
Syrup,  (particularized  below;  which  concen- 
trates in  it  the  most  agreeable,  cooling,  relaxing 
and  tranquilizing  virtues,)  should  be  em- 
ployed, according  to  the  directions  hereafter

As  an  ANODYNE,  it  counteracts  the  most 
violent  pain,  and  procures  immediate  ease> 
Vi'ithout  producing  the  deleterious  effects,  and 
constitutional  derangement  of  opiwm,  and  like 
remedies; — the  use  of  which  we  have  before 
condemned.  On  this  account,  it  is  a  safe, 
and  decidedly  valuable  application, — -une- 
qualled by  any  preparation  (for  this  purpose) 
introduced  into  this  country. 

As  a  BALM,  it  heals  excoriations  of  tlii 
mouth,  and  ulcerated  gums,  or  thrush^  with 
which  children  are  frequently  afflicted. 
10  The  Golden  Balm  should  be  well  rubbed 
on  the  parts  affected,  at  an  early  age,  to  pre- 
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pare  thetn  for  the  acute  operation  tHey  must 
necessarily  undergo^  By  the  adoption  of  this 
measure,  and  proper  attention  to  the  bowels, 
the  appaling  consequences  (before  enume- 
rated) will  assuredly  be  prevented.

When  the  teeth  begin  to  shoot,  (which  is  gene- 
rally known  hy  the  slavering  of  the  child,  and  the 
heat  and  swelling  of  its  gums,)  pour  a  small  quan- 
tity of  Golden  Balm  into  a  spoon,  and  let  them  be 
well  rubbed  with  it,  by  the  finger,  three  <p/ ^fou| 
times  a  day. 

Coral,  or  hard  substances,  which  will  not  yield 
to  pressure,  must  not  be  given  to  the  child,  as  they 
harden  the  gums.

If  the  infant  be  troubled  with  acidity  in  the  sto- 
mach, flatulency^  or  griping  pains  in  the  bowels, 
(which  symptoms  often  accompany  dentition,)  a 
few  Caraway  Seeds  should  be  boiled  with  the 
decoction,  to  remove  the  flatulency,  and  a  dose  of 
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the  pills,  No.  1,  mixed  ia  treacle,  may  be  gives 
every  morning,  to  keep  the  bowels  in  a  regular 
state,  with  incredible  advantage;  during  which 
time,  it  is  of  vital  importance,  not  to  omit  the 
frequent  use  of  the  Golden  Balm, 

In  urgent  symptoms,  when  convulsions  super- 
vene, or  threaten  an  appearance,  a  few  drops  of 
Spirits  of  Hartshorn,  added  to  a  wine  glass  of 
water,  should  be  administered  ;  always  proportion- 
ing the  quantity,  according  to  the  age  of  the  chjld 
and  the  necessity  of  the  case.  ^ 

A  small  quantity  of  weak  solution  of  lime  water 
(to  be  had  of  every  Chemist)  should  be  occasionally 
given  to  the  infant,  or  added  to  its  food,  as  it  will 
invariably  prevent  coagulation  or  curdling  of  the 
milk,  which  often  oppresses,  and  painfully  distends 
the  stomach,  and  occasions  most  of  the  symptoms 
before  enumerated.  The  occasional  use  of  the 
pills,  will  obviate  and  counteract  the  costiveness 
Lime  Water  is  apt  to  produce. 

JVo  always  be  fed  with  an 

Ivory  or  bone  spoon  and  boat,  the  edges  of  which 
^e  made  very  thick,  round,  and  smooth.  The 
^ard  texture  and  sharp  edges  of  silver  wound  the 
gums,  produce  a  hard  seam,  and  induce  great 
difficulty  in  cutting  the  teeth.  When  the  infant 
is  hungry,  it  is  apt  to  press  against  the  spoon  with 
its  tender  gums;  and  any  sharp  instrument  by 
which  they  are  fed,  must  cut  and  bruise  them,  and 
occasion  great  pain;  from  which,  in  many  cases, 
results  their  prying. 
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CAUTION. 

To  guard  against  imposition,  and  to  detect  base 
preparations,  the  proprietor  has  obtained  (from 
one  of  the  first  artists  in  the  kingdom)  an  engraving 
for  the  Wrappers  of  this  preparation,  exceedingly 
difficult,  if  not  impossible  to  imitate,  without  im- 
mediately detecting  the  fraud.

importance  of  strict  attention  to  the 
management  and  health  of  children,  to  pro- 
mote their  strength,  vigour,  and  liveliness,  is 
generally  admitted.  But,  while  all  parents 
subscribe  to  the  truth  of  this  axiom,  they, 
nevertheless,  materially  differ  in  their  mode 
of  practice;  and  even  the  best  regulated 
systems  are  capable  of  improvement. 

The  following  rules,  having  proved  valu- 
able, by  long  experience,  are  particularly, 
submitted,  and  recommended  to  the  attention 
of  YOUNG  MOTHERS  and  NURSES,  trusting  they 
may  furnish  some  useful  hints  for  the  due 
regulation  of  the  infants  committed  to  their 

1.  — TTo  promote  the  growth,  and  preserve 
the  health  of  the  infant,  it  should  be  kept  dry 
and  warm. 

2.  — To  guard  against  the  consequences  of 
indisposition,  and  the  failure  of  the  mother's 
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milk,  it  is  \vise  to  accustom  the  child  early 
to  the  spoon.  By  occasionally  feeding  children 
from  an  early  age,  weaning  will  be  more 
speedily  accomplished,  and  with  greater  ease. 

3.  — The  child  should  not  be  fed  in  a  re- 
cumbent position,  as  it  produces  gripes  and 
indigestion.  By  feeding  it  in  an  upright 
posture,  the  food  descends  with  greater  faci- 
lity into  the  stomach,  and  the  digestive  process 
is  more  readily  performed.  -^nj 

4.  — If  the  mother  be  strong,  and  the  infant 
healthy,it  may  subsist  on  breast  milk  for  four 
months;  but  if  weakly,  and  the  motherV'milk 
is  small  in  quantity,  a  tea-cupfull  of  beef-tea 
should  be  given  it  once  a  day.  At  the  expi- 
ration of  that  period,  biscuit  powder,  well 
boiled  in  water,  and  mixed  with  milk,  (or 
bread  may  be  substituted  for  the  biscuit 
powder,)  should  be  given  one  part  of  the  day, 
and  rice  milk,  arrow  root,  or  light  broth,  the 
other.  In  case  the  bowels  are  relaxed,  let  the 
milk  be  boiled.  When  the  child  is  weaned, 
it  may  then  be  fed  three  times  in  twenty-four 
hours,  with  bread  or  rice  pudding,  or  more 
substantial  food.    Tops  and  bottoms,  mixed 
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with  cows  milk,  form  excellent  food;  so  also 
does  broth,  or  rice. 

5.  — After  the  first  year,  a  small  quantity  of 
animal  food  (cut  exceedingly  fine)  may  be 
given  to  the  child  about  once  a  week;  and  on 
the  intervening  days,  a  piece  of  soft  bread, 
well  saturated  with  the  red  gravy  from  the 
interior  of  beef  or  mutton.  This  will  con- 
tribute much  to  its  health  and  vigour.  Chil- 
dren, four  or  five  years  of  age,  may  be  allowed 
meat  once  a  day,  and  bread  and  milk  for 
breakfast  and  supper,  (the  latter  one  hour 
before  bed-time.)  This  should  be  the  general 
rule;  but  it  ma^.b^  varied  as  circumstances

6.  — The  quantity  of  solid  food  shouTd  be 
increased,  or  diminished,  according  to  the 
exercise  taken.  It  should  generally  be  simple, 
given  at  stated  periods,  sparing  in  quantity, 
and  ever  be  light,  nutritive,  and  e^^y  of  diges- 
tion. Attention  to  this  rule  will  prevent 
head-ache,  and  glandular  obstructions;  and 
lessen  the  disposition  to  thirst  and  fever. 
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7.— Never  allow  the  nurse  of  an  infant  to 
chew  its  meat.  It  is  a  filthy  practice.  By 
this  previous  mastication,  the  meat  is  deprived 
of  the  gravy,  and  loses  its  nutritive  properties* 
Many  diseases  are  conveyed  to  the  child  by 
these  means,  especially- to  Aithe  gums  and

8.— A  rapid  change  of  the  food'  o^^  a 
child  at  the  breast,  to  acidity  in  the  stomach, 
is  a  common  cause  of  disorder:  in  conse- 
quence  of  which  it  is  frequently  griped,  aniA 
falls  away.  In  this  case,  change  the  diet  from 
milk  to  broth,  or  light  puddings;  and  let  it 
have  plenty  of  exercise  in  the  open  air,  when 
the  weather  will  admit.  Should  inordinate 
diarrhaa,  or  looseness^  ensues  let  it  be  coun- 
teracted by  rice,  boiled  in  milk,  and  a  roller 
of  flannel,  placed  loosely  round  its  body.

9. — x\lways  avoid,  as  much  a^j  possible^ 
feeding  a  child  in  the  night,  least  it  produce- 
pain  and  griping.

11. — Improper  feeding,  and  overfeeding, 
are  highly  detrimental  to  health.  Whatever 
uhnecessary  food  a  child  receives,  occasions 
great  uneasiness.  Over-loading  the  stomach, 
impairs  the  organs  of  digestion,  and  creates 
debility.  It  prevents  the  due  concoction  of 
the  quantity  that  was  really  necessary;  which,

13.  — Particular  attentioai§houy  be^\^t

prove  highly  benefiicial;  ^nd  is,  at  a«y  rate^ 
morning  and  evening,  indispensabfe.  If  the 
child  be  predisposed  to  inflammation,  then 
tepid  water  should  be  substituted;  to  which 
also  some  salt  may  be  added.  This  will 
refresh  and  strengthen  the  child,  promote  a 
healthy  perspiration,  and  prevent  diseases  of 
the  skin,  excoriations,  slow  fever,  rickets,  and 
decline.

'I4^.c£i^(3hildrens  heads  should  be  frequently 
washed  with  soap  and  water,  and  rubbed 
carefully  dry  by  a  soft  fine  towel.  A  little 
oil  may  then  be  applied  to  loosen  the  scurf ; 
after  which  it  should  be  gently  combed.  This 
will  prevent  scald-head,  and  eruptions  behind 
the  ears  and  neck.  The  Macassar  Oil,  ma- 
nufactured and  sold  by  Messrs.  Rowland 
and  Son,  is  deservedly  in  great  and  general 
repute  for  this  purpose,  and  should  be  con- 
stantly used.

15. — ^^G  en  tie /nc^2o?2  with  the  hand  over 
the  surface  of  the  body  and  limbs,  night  and 
morning,  will  exercise  the  infant,  and  become 
of  singular  service,  by  promoting  a  due  and 
Uniform  circulation  of  the  blood,  and  impart- 
ing to  it  strength  and  activity.    This  practise 
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is  so  generally  beneficial  to  the  infant,  that  it 
should  never  be  omitted. 

16. — In  order  to  prevent  obstacles  to 
growth,  to  guard  against  accidents,  and  ob- 
atructions  in  the  glands,  infants  clothes  should 
be  loose  and  easy,  to  allow  the  free  and  vo- 
luntary  motion  of  their  limbs;  and  their  dresg 
should  be  buttoned.  This  caution  is  particu* 
larly  applicable  to  their  diapers,  which  should 
be  tied,  and  not  pinned.  The  pain  and  irrita^ 
tion  produced  by  the  pricking  of  a  pin,  has 
often  suddenly  thrown  a  child  intp  convut 
sions,  and  caused  its  dissolution, 

17,  — The  diM  ;^  of  children  should  be  suited 
to  the  season  of  the  year;  and,  as  much  as 
possible,  varied  according  to  the  state  of  the 
atmosphere.  Too  much,  or  too  little,  as  well 
as  improper  clothing,  subject?  them  to  fre- 
quient  colds,  and  renders  them  weakly.  Young 
children  should  be  frequently  changed,  as  wet 
clothes,  not  only  fret  and  gall  the  tender  skin, 
but  emit  an  unpleasant  odour,  and  induce 
disease. 

18.  — Tight  bandages  round  the  waist,  or 
fjody,  occasion  obstruction  of  the  bowels,  and 
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create  a  costive  habit;  interrupt  the  circulation 
of  the  blood,  and  occasion  a  determination  of 
that  vital  fluid  to  the  head;  from  which  arise 
apoplexy,  convulsive  fits,  and  general  weak- 
iiess  in  the  extremities  :  this  swathing  system 
(too  commonly  practiced  by  nurses)  should 
be  abandoned. 

*  19. — In  fine  weather,  children  from  a  fort- 
night old,  should  be  gradually  exposed  to  the 
section  of  the  air  for  a  short  time  every  day. 
By  this  means,  they  will  obtain  strength,  and 
be  enabled  to  withstand  colds,  and  changes 
of  the  climate.  The  atmospheric  air  will  also 
obviate  the  purging,  to  \  Jch  they  are  so 
liable.  Great  care  should  Idc  taken,  not  to 
expose  them  to  a  current  of  air,  which  pre- 
disposes to  affections  of  the  head  and  lungs. 

20. — Warm  nurseries,  and  confined  air, 
must  be  scrupulously  avoided.  The  room 
should  be  large  and  lofty,  and  the  windows  a 
sufficient  height  from  the  ground  to  admit  of 
air,  without  the  danger  of  exposure  to  a 
draught;  especially  so,  if  it  be  appropriated 
for  the  bed  robxii^  that  early  in  the  morning, 
they  may  be  opened   for  the  purpose  of 
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ventilation.  It  will  be  obvious,  that  those  chil- 
dren who  inhale  much  of  the  contaminated 
air  of  ill-ventilated  apartments,  are  generally 
delicate,  puny,  and  sickly,  and  very  susceptible 
of  cold.  In  the  winter  season,  a  safe-guard 
should  be  placed  before  the  lire,  to  prevent 
accidents. 

21. — Exercise  is  necessary.  Experience 
has  demonstrated,  that  to  teach  a  child  early 
active  habits,  it  should  be  encouraged  to 
extend  its  limbs,  by  crawling  on  the  carpet; 
or,  when  undressed,  by  walking  up  the  mo- 
ther's waist.  This  exercise  will  promote  the 
circulation,  and  strengthen  the  system.  It 
should  be  taught  the  use  of  its  feet  and  legs 
by  degrees;  and  the  time  of  putting  them  on 
the  floor,  the  dictates  of  nature  must  become 
the  guide.  When  the  child  evidently  seeks 
to  feel  the  ground,  let  it  do  so;  but  never 
force  it  to  walk.  It  should  not,  at  first,  be 
suffered  to  sustain  the  whole  w^eight  of  its 
body  on  its  legs,  or  they  will  grow  crooked, 
and  deformed. 

22. — Never  provoke  a  child  to  much 
laughter;  nor  permit  it,  on  any  account,  to 
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be  tickled  to  induce  it:  dreadful  fits  and  con- 
vulsions may  be  the  consequence — from  which 
it  may  never  recover.  It  is  also  a  dangerous 
habit  to  drag  it  about  by  its  arms  and  legs. 
The  practice  of  violently  swinging,  or  other- 
wise tossing  a  child  into  the  air,  is  exceedingly 
wrong  and  injurious.  This  measure  begets 
alarm,  and  hurts  the  brain,  and,  therefore, 
should  be  peremptorily  forbidden. 

23.  — Amuse  and  employ  a  child  during 
the  day;  but  never  suffer  it  to  remain  still 
long  together;  especially  when  it  ought  to  be 
in  motion,  and  actively  engaged.  But,  if  the 
child  be  weak  and  delicate,  be  careful  not  to 
fatigue  it.  In  this  case,  it  should  be  alter- 
nately carried  in  the  arms,  drawn  in  some 
suitable  vehicle,  and  invited  to  walk.  Do  not, 
on  any  consideration,  after  a  long  fatiguing 
walk,  seat  it  on  the  grass,  unless  it  is  perfectly 
dry; — this  propensity  in  servants  merits  the 
severest  reprobation. 

24.  — Nursing,  To  prevent  deformity  of 
the  chest,  or  of  the  spine,  the  child  should  be 
nursed,  alternately,  on  each  arm;  and  the 
other  hand  should  be  widely  extended  and 
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placed  between  the  chest  and  abdomen,  duly 
to  support  it  in  an  upright,  or  as  nearly  an 
upright  posture  as  possible.  Moderate  and 
occasional  jumping  them  about  for  exercise, 
is  preferable  to  a  long  continued  course. 

25.  — An  infant's  cot  (which  is  generally 
preferable  to  a  cradle)  should  be  stationed  by 
its  nurse's  bed,  that  it  may  be  kept  properly 
covered  during  the  night.  Great  care  is 
necessary,  in  proportioning  the  quantity  of 
clothes  to  the  state  of  the  atmosphere.  This 
is  of  great  importance.  The  child  should 
never  sleep  upon  the  mother's,  or  the  nurse's 
arm,  for  fear  of  suffocation, 

26.  — As  it  is  desirable  that  the  infant's 
repose  should  be  as  undisturbed  as  possible, 
it  is  not  advisable  to  burn  a  light  in  the 
chamber,  as  is  the  general  practice;  because 
the  flame  not  only  consumes  the  atmospheric 
air,  but  adds  to  the  temperature  of  the  apart- 
ment, and  consequently  proves  injurious  to 
its  health;  the  glare  of  light  will  also  keep  the 
child  awake,  and  prove  detrimental  to  the 
sight.  As  an  instantaneous  light  is  often 
required  in  the  night,  a  fire  box  should  be 
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kept  for  that  purpose.  We  have  tried  several, 
but  found  none  equal  to  the  Wax  Taper 
Match,  (for  which  Messrs.  Mosley  &  Co.  have 
obtained  a  patent;)  they  ignite  by  the  friction 
of  any  rough  substance,  as  sand  paper,  slate, 
brick,  &c.  burn  with  a  clear  steady  light,  and 
are  free  from  danger,  w^hich  is  a  great  re- 
commendation in  their  favor. 

27.  — A  child  should  never  be  awaken  out 
of  a  sound  sleep,  by  surprise;  or  by  rough 
and  violent  means.  The  sudden  disturbance 
would,  in  many  cases,  produce  a  fit. 

28.  — Children  should  be  accustomed  to 
rise  early,  and  retire  to  bed  soon;  not  later 
than  six  o'clock,  in  the  morning,  in  summer ; 
and  seven  o'clock,  in  winter.  Until  the  third 
year,  an  hour's  rest  in  the  middle  of  the  day, 
will  be  of  service.  Let  them  exercise  them  - 
selves  at  their  diversions  until  they  are  tired. 
Air  the  beds  well  throughout  the  day;  and, 
after  they  have  been  well  made,  let  the  children 
retire  to  rest  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

29.  — Strict  attention  should  be  paid  to  the 
cries  of  the  child  to  discover  whether  the 
cause  arise  from  illness,  injury,  or  want  of 
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food,  which  should  be  remedied  without 
delay. 

30. — Parents  only  should  correct  their 
children  for  their  faults;  and  great  judgment 
is  necessary  in  this  respect,  so  as  to  shew  that 
the  punishment  is  for  the  fault,  not  the  rigour 
of  arbitrary  custom;  which  would  produce  a 
servile,  not  an  affectionate  obedience.  They 
should,  moreover,  always  be  taught  the  folly 
of  fear,  where  no  danger  is,  that  they  may  be 
courageous  when  it  presents  itself.  The 
practice  of  some  servants  of  exciting  fear,  by 
way  of  chastisement,  ought  to  be  severely 
censured. 

31.  — An  infant  in  health  will  have  three  or 
four  motions,  daily,  of  a  light  orange  hue. 
When  otherwise,  it  denotes  acidity  and  indiges- 
tion, which  requires  the  use  of  a  mild  aperient, 
or  opening  medicine.  Give  one  of  the  pills, 
No.  1,  night  and  morning. 

32.  — Where  worms  exist,  or  there  is  dis- 
order of  the  stomach,  the  child's  breath  will 
become  foetid  and  offensive.  The  worms, 
and  slime  in  which  they  are  imbedded, 
should  be  purged  away  by  an  active  opening 


remedy.  This  may  be  effectually  accom- 
plished,  by  giving  the  child  one  of  the  pills. 
No.  in  the  morning,  and  one  or  two  of  the 
pills.  No.  1,  the  following  day,  in  treacle,  and 
so  continued,  until  the  cause  is  removed.  The 
pills  may  be  previously  dissolved. 

33. — Finally.  As,  to  prevent  diseases  is 
better  than  to  cure,  three  things  should  be 
observed,  viz.  to  attend  to  the  general  health, 
to  soothe  the  nervous  system,  and  to  induce 
a  regular  state  of  the  bowels;  and  to  do  this, 
nothing  more  is  necessary  than  the  pills  before 
mentioned,  and  the  Golden  Balm.
